How Much Time Is a Minute? 


What can you say in a minute? There’s a provocative question. After all, just 
how much can you say in 60 seconds? A machine-gun commentator like the late 
Floyd Gibbons could cram as many as 400 words into that brief span. The average 
man talks at about 150 words a minute. A woman beats the average. But it’s the 
i content, not the speed, that counts. To say “Do you?” and “I do” is a matter of sec- 

pres onds and in the same length of time a beautiful friendship or a marriage, or both, 
can be broken. Sorting through a clipping file, I found a slightly yellowed tear sheet from The 
Thomaston Free Press, recalling that several years ago the Kiwanis Club president there asked each 
of his members to give a one-minute speech. They carried out the assignment and the 60-second talks 
were soon forgotten. , Forgotten that is all but one! 

Here is what one man said in a minute so 
to impress his fellow club members that one of 
them stuck the speech in his scrapbook:

Concerning Sheriffs 


The Editors: In your editorial “Sheriffs ... in 
the News” you take occasion to attribute what- 
ever shortcomings ‘the six sheriffs mentioned 
might have to county unit system. None has 
been charged with offenses involving theft or 
bribrey, or kindred offenses involving moral 
turpitude. Your reference to the county unit 
rule in this connection is illogical and far fetched 
indeed. 

It has been the sheriffs of ‘states without a 
well defined rule designated to decentralize po- 
litical control to the various units of local gov- 
ernment who have been the concern of the Ke- 
fauver Committee. Florida, Missouri, New York, 
New Jersey, Louisiana, to name a few. It has 
been bribery, underworld tie-ins, political mur- 
ders and the most awful of offense on the part

Enough Taxes? 


This is the hottest issue of-argument. Railroads point out that they 
build and maintain their own roads, while the trucks ride down 
the public highways. Trucks declare that they pay for this priv- . 
ilege in taxes for tags, licenses and gasoline. The legislature should 
make a full investigation and determine whether motor carriers 
are paying their reasonable tax, McDonald says. Perhaps the Pub- 
lic Service Commission staff could develop a preliminary study 
before the General Assembly convenes. This is a group with more 
technical skill, and certainly more time, than the General Assembly. 


Are trucks paying their proper share of 
the taxes for the use of the public roads? 


From long years of service, McDonald recalls that the trucks 


have more or less followed the railroads’ rates. When the railroad 
rates increase, so do the trucks. The rates of the trucks are close 
to those of the railroad, without regard to the fact one might have 
the superior service, or that the cost of handling might be more for 
one form of transportation than the other. 


States Must Act ™ conctusion, McDonald, who is nation- 


ally known in the regulatory field, is con- 


cerned with the “destructive and uneconomic competition between 
rails and highway motor carriers.” It is debatable as to which is 


the more important today, but there definitely is a need for both 


in our national transportation policy, he says. 


Obviously referring to discussion of Federal adoption of uni- 


form weights and lengths for motor carriefs, McDonald predicts 
that if the states don’t act to ease the problem, the Federal gov- 


ernment will usurp this power. 


As a guide, and to bring the picture up to 
date, it would seem the appropriate course for 
the Gillette group to try to find out, and break 
down as far as possible, expenditures and the 
source of contributions in a few 1950 election con- 
tests in big, key states in which several millions 
were spent. This, however, the senator has been 
reluctant to do. , 


At the outset it is well to be realistic and rec- 
ognize that’ political campaigns are costly in this 
modern world. They will continue to cost 
money—though this must obviously be reduced. 
For, as the Iowa senator indicated, the expense 
can become a bar against entry into politics of 
capable persons of moderate means who do not 
want to compromise themselves by accepting 
contributions from interests with axes to grind— 
and men of such principles are needed in politics. 


Senator Gillette plans to explore ways of 
strengthening existing statutes. Something might 
be accomplished there, among other ways by 
closing up ekisting loopholes. One such is that 
which permits formation of all sorts of extra- 
curricular fund-raising committees, so to speak,

These dre the Men You 
Trust With Your Children 


By MARTHA SMITH 
What kind of a man drives the school bus? ' 
Superintendents of Fulton and DeKalb Counties report the 
drivers as men of high character, excellent reputations, respon- 
sible men in their communities and men who regard safe driving 
as the first principle in their lives. No school bus in either county 


has ever suffered a fatal accident. 


Jim Cherry, superinténdent 
of DeKalb County schools said, 
“In our county we operate 43 
school buses. All buses are 
owned by the Board of Educa- 


tion and our drivers are salaried 
men. We like to employ men 
who have children of their own 
in the schools they serve, Driv- 
ers must be men of high stand- 
ing in their communities, they 
must be healthy and wise. We 
hold monthly safety clinics for 
the drivers, where they study 
best methods of loading and un- 
loading children and _ other 
safety factors. 

“All our buses were bought 
new since the war. They are 
60-passenger buses. Each day 
last year we transported 8,500 
children twice daily. Buses 
make several trips along the 
same route each day; that’s why 
we are able to transport so 
many. B. E. Williams is trans- 
portation manager for our 
school system.” 

Paul West, superintendent of 
Fulton County schools, reported 
“Fulton County owns 14 of the 
50 buses we will operate this 
year. We're in a stage of ex- 

rimentation to see whether 

oard-owned buses give better 
service or if driver-owned and 
contracted-for buses are beiter, 
Our number of school buses ig 
service for Fulton County has 
grown wildly in the last years. 
In the year '49-'50 we operated 
only 35 buses. That number has 
increased to 50 in two years. 

“We have many long-time op- 
erators in our system. They 
must be men who know and 
understand childrén, They must 
have much sense and good 
health, Our assistant- superin- 
tendent in charge of transporta- 
tion is Ira H. Dodd. He is a man 
who knows each bus _ individu- 
ally and personally, and he 
holds regular meetings of driv- 
ers for safety’s sake. In our 
system Negro students receive 
the same high type transporta- 
tion of any other of 
schools.” 

Both these school systems are 
considering the plan of high 
school student-drivers of school 
buses. The idea of using out- 
standing senior high school boys 
as school bus drivers has been 
adopted in some states, and be- 
comes more and more popular 
as time goes on. School officials 
narrow down their choice 
among eligible students to stu- 
dent leaders, and finally choose 
the best one for the job, Mr.

iverybody’s 
Hating Better Now 
Than 10 Years Ago 


By AGNES REASOR OLMSTEAD 

The national nutrition committee reports an important and 
heartening survey which indicates that in the past decade diets 
of many people in the United States have moved closer to recom- 
mended nutrition levels. The nutritive value of national per capita 
food supplies gives evidence of general improvement in -both 
urban and rural diets. However, there was no nutrient for which 
all diets were adequate. The one important nutrient 30 to 40 per- 
cent of us fall far short in is calcium, which means about a third 
of us better include milk, cheese and other dairy cts more 
regularly in our meals. 


BETTER AND MORE available food supplies: In 1950 large 
per capita supplies of food were available for purchase and civil- 
jans consumed more nutritionally important foods such as milk 
(still not enough), eggs, poultry and green and yellow vegetables, 
than in 1940. These increases in consumption plus the inaugura- 
tion in 1941 of white flour enrichment, the spread of enrichment 
to cornmeal! and other grain products, and the fortification of mar- 
garine with vitamin A helped to raise the per capita amounts of 
calcium, iron, vitamin A value and the B-vitamins in 1950 food 


supplies. 


MANY VEGETABLES AND FRUITS, once highly seasonal, 
have become more available throughout the year, even in small 
and remote communities, as a result of better roads and trucking 
facilities, and new and improved ways of processing, packaging 
and holding foods. 

Although not taken account of in estimates of nutritive value, 
food supplies have improved also from such innovations as pre- 
cooling of fruits and vegetables, faster transport and cooled car- 
riers for perishables, refrigerated display cases, and prepackaging 
of foods in the field or at the market. Probable changes in home 
practices, such as quicker cooking of vegetables in less water, plus 
use of liquids from canned .and cooked vegetables and of dark 
green outer leaves of lettuce amd cabbage, may also have made 


diets better. 


GOOD COOKS KNOW a lot of tricks to keep the juices in the 
pie instead of on the floor of the oven. Bubbling over will be at 
a minimum if the crust is built up well around the pie and if 
baking directions are carefully followed. If the initial high heat 
recommended for browning the crust is continued too long, violent 
bubbling will occur. “Pie birds” are very attractive, especially if 
the pie is to be served at the table. They are hollow china birdies 
to place in the center of the pie before it goes into the oven. As 
the pie bakes the juices boil up into the bird. A simple funnel of 
foi! or heavy wrapping paper placed in one of the slits of the pie 
will act the same way.

Who Work 


Are Women 


NEW YORK, Sept. 3—(4)— 
Women today represent three 
out of every 10 workers in the 
nation—and the percentage is 
expected to go higher as defense 
production gets into high gear. 


Figures gathered by the Na- 


tional Industrial Conference 
Board, a nonprofit fact-finding 
and research organization serv- 
ing both management and labor, 
show that some 19,000,000 of 
the nation’s 57,000,000 women 
over 14 are members of the 
working force today. 

Federal Bureau of Labor Stat- 
tisticians estimated recently that’ 
manpower needs for defense 
production alone will soar from 
4,800,000, which was the num- 
ber employed in this field at 
the end of 1950, to 12,000,000 
in late 1952, making of great 
potential importance the 38,000,- 
000 women who are not now in 
the labor force. Of these women, 
beyond 14 years of age and 
not gainfully employed, 33,000,- 
000 are listed as housekeepers; 
4,000,000 in school and 1,000,000 
unable to work through disabili- 
ty, illness or other causes. Five 
and one-half million of these 
women are over 65 years of age. 

Prior to the outbreak of 
World War II, NICB. figures 
showed, women represented 
about one-quarter of the labor 
force. This figure rose sharply 
to a peak in July, 1944, when 
20,500,000 women were working 
—representing about a third of 
the whole employment pool. 

Many of these women re- 
mained in jobs after the war, 


although last May the partici- | 


pation of women in the labor 
force was 1,350,000 under that 
all-time record peak. Since the 
outbreak of war in Korea, 382,- 
000 women have taken jobs and 
all signs indicate more and 
more women will follow suit. 

Today, women over 45 years. 
of age constitute about 31 per- 
cent of the females gainfully 
employed, more married women 
are working than single women 
—and almost a quarter of all 
women workers have children 
under 18 years of age. 

Federal surveys of women at 
work show that “service indus- 
tries’ —which includes the fields 
cf clerical employment, hotel 
work, advertising, beauticians, 
amusements and domestic work, 
are the most popular. In the 
most recent count taken, last 
year, more than 6,000,000 wom- 
en were in this area of employ- 
ment. Vying for second place in 
popularity were the wholesale 
and retail trades and manufac- 
turing, with more than $3,000,- 
000 in each, Least popular cat- 
agory was mining, with 21,000 
women employed.
